well by the 4.9" as the Eccleſiaſticall 
Deputies of the Nationall Synode from 
imeto time made ynto them, concerning 
the behauiours and aQions of the thirteene 
perſons here vnder named, as alſo of the 
woothers that ioyned with them, during 
lie continuance of the ſaid Synode; and 
becially ypon the two Decrees, bearing 
te the one, the firſt, the other, the eigh- 
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teen of lanuary Taſtpaſl, made and pro 
nounced againſt them in the name ofthe 
faid Generall States; as allo,yponthe ſeu. 
tencepronounced by the ſaid Synode ypon 
theſixth of May againſt them, and by the 
faid General] States ratified and approued, 
In like ſort hauing well conſidered vpon 
| their anſwere made vnto certaine propoſl: 
tions and interrogatories, which by the ſaid 
Generall Srates ypon the 25 of May,in the 
Towne of Dort were: propounded ynto 
them-: together withtheir anſwers by word 
of mouth ypon the: third; and againethis 
preſent19day of Tuly,by euery one of them 
ſeuerally andapart reiterated, before the af 
ſembly of the ſaid Generall States, touch- 
ing an AQ made for-the diſmifing of them 
from their Spiricuall funQions: and appoin- 
ting them to liue as Secular perſons, the 
contents. thereof being , that they ſhould 
faichfully promiſe, withvpright hearts and 
conſciences, from thenceforth, not to in- 
trudethemſelues,nor oncetake ypon them 
to deale in any fpirituall affaires;ſeruices0! 
ceremonies,as Miniſters, Teachers, or Off: 

cersofthe-Church,. nortomeddle with the

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ſecretly,dftes ly orindis | 
in nor SETS the Townes, a) wait 
places ofthe Vnited Prouinces,northe! re> 
ſorts thexeat; butto behave themſelues ci+ 
uilly,honeſtly,peaceably.and: modeſtly;/as 
particular and: Secular fubieds/ oughr to 
 doe,and to gouerne themſe|ues;orderlyace 
cording tothe ;eommandements and pre- 
ceptsof the ſuperiour.power, and to be'0. 
bedientthereunio; To thewhich Decree 
and ſentence'fo pronounced, eucryone' of 
them ſcuerally for himſclfe (Henricus Leo 
onely excepted, who thereunto willingly 
ſubſcribed) made anſwere,thatconcerning 
their conſciences, they. werenot-boundro 
de obedicnt ynto the ſaid Generall States, 
for that thereby (as they ſaid) they were 
prohibited and reſtrained from participa- 
ting their counſels and oppinions concer- 
niog their do@rineto and amongſt the aſ- 
mblies ofthoſe thatare of.their opinions 
ntheirreligion, whichmightbeec required 
of them, ought of the publike Churches. 
Their (aid anſwere and declaration being 
"Wilolly conformable to the hurttull,dange- 
rous 
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made. by ſome: of their-confederates, ji 
fotmeand manner ofan Anti-ſinode, with- 
outthe conſentand commiſsion of the lay. 
full Magiſtrates, inthe Towne of Rotrer. 
dam, vpon the fifth 'of March laſt pat: 
wherunto they(or attheleaſt,themoſtpar 
ofthem)yponthe25 of May aforeſaid, did 
confeſle and acknowledge to bee conſen- 
ting, and acquainted therewithall; inſuch 
manner ,. that. by their aforeſaid procee- 
dings,as alſo by all other their aQions and 
comportments, it euidently appeareth,and 
is moſt manifeſt,that they ſtubburnely and 
wiltully continue in theirinſupportableſi 

neckednes,and diſobedience againſt thei 
lawfull Magiſtrates,and that the ſamethei 
proccedings tend onely, to a furtherdil 
quictneſle and trouble of the minds an 
willes of the good and faithfull inhabitant 
and ſubicas of the ſaid Vnited Prouinces 
as alſo tothe perturbation not onely ofpc 

litike gouernment , bur of the religio 

which they,by all the meanes they could: 

uiſe hitherto haue ſought, and yet ſecket 

with-draw and ſeparate from the genct 
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 declaretheſaid._peripns & their adhercnits , 
atorelaid;; to bee hereby diſcharged; and f 
wholly diſmiſled of, atkdro all Spiriruall. 
fangiong,otfces and duties vſually perfor-- 
wmedin th6 Church, and mectely/made Se. 
cular perſons, and that: they whoſe names 
arehereafter recited,be baniſhed.
